He hoped their countries wo- 
uld take individual or unani- 
mous measures opposing the 
Israeli decision. 

Syria, Lebanon 
fete Armies 

BEIRUT, Aug. 1 (R). — Leba- 
- non and Syria, the two neighb- 
ouring states once ruled by 
France as a mandatory power, 
today celebrated their first ar- 
my day since the start of the 
Lebanese cml war two years 
ago. 

In Damascus, President Ha- 
fez Assad praised Syria’s army, 
which forms the bulk of the 
30JD0Q-man Arab peace-keeping 
force in Lebanon, by saying it 
. had carried out a "historic mi- 
ssion by saving Lebanon, the 
Palestine revolution and the 
Arab nation from the evils of 
the ... dirty conspiracy.” 

In an address, published by 
the "people’s anny** ' m agazine, ~ 
he also praised the army’s "co- 
urage and sacrifices in facing 
the difficulties and challenges 
and in waging the battles aga- 
inst the Zionist enemy." 

There were rallies at various 
army barracks and military 
bases. 

In Beirut, a wreath-laying ce- 
remony took place at the na- 
tional museum area that once 
formed the "green line” sep- 
arating the civil war adversar- 
ies facing each other in east 
and west Beirut

Final results will not be kn- 
own until tomorrow, at the 
earBest, in this second election 
since President Hafez A1 Assad 
came to power in November, 
1970, and introduced measures 
which he meant to liberalise 
political life. 

A first assembly of 173 me- 
mbers, appointed by Gen. As- 
sad, gave Syria a constitution 
and named h™ president for 
seven years. 

If turn-out is below 50 per 
cent of the electorate, polling 
booths will be kept open during 
tomorrow. 

Prime Minister Abdel Rah- 
man AJ Khleifawi, Baath Par- 
ty General Secretary Abdullah 
A1 Ahmar and other cabinet 
and party members said after 
casting their votes today that 
they hoped the elections would 
consolidate popular democracy 
in Syria. 

BP strikes new 
oil in Atlantic 


LONDON, Aug. 1 CAFP). — 
British Petroleum today confir- 
med its new oil find west of 
the Shetland Islands but said 
the yield was only about 22,920 
barrels of crude a day. The 
find was important, however, 
because it gave reason to hope 
that the oil bearing structures 
of the North Sea continue into 
the Atlantic, experts said. 

This was the fust oil disco- 
very to be made west of the 
Sbetlands Islands, where seve- 
ral oil companies recently be- 
gan drilling operations. 



BEIRUT, Aug. 1 (R). — Pales- 
tinian commando leader Yas- 
ser Arafat today called on the 
Lebanese to turn a new page 
in the "brotherly relations" 
which he said had linked the 
two peoples throughout the 
ages. 

Mr. Arafat, Chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation, was speaking to rep- 
orters after 90-minute talks 
with- Lebanese President Elias 
Sarkis. 

He described the meeting as 
brotherly, positive and cordial, 
and said discussions covered 
the successful implementation 
of outstanding clauses of the 
1969 Cairo accord regulating 
Palestinian-Lebanese relations. 

The • commando chief added 
in reply to a question on app- 
lying an agreement reached in 
the summer resort of Chtoura, 
near the Syrian border, last 
week and related to the Cairo 
accord that "everything is go- 
ing on according to plan.” 

Lebanese rightist and leftist- 
Palestinian forces have been 
involved in bitter clashes for 
over two years. 

"On this occasion, I wish to 
call on the Lebanese people as 
a whole to turn a new page in 
the brotherly relations that lin- 
ked the Lebanese and Pales- 
tinian people throughout the 
ages,” the commando leader 
said.

Guerrillas rocket Rhodesian motel while 
black nationalist HQ attacked in Lusaka 


Salisbury, Aug. i <afp>. — 
An official communique today 
confirmed last, night's guerrilla 
attack on the Victoria Falls 
Motel in which two rooms were 
completely destroyed but no 
one injured. 

The manager of the Victoria 
Falls Motel, Freddy PaceJJa, 
said be estimated damage at 
$00Q Rhodesian dollars (about 
£6,000) during the 10-minute at- 
tack Uuauched at 10 PM yes- 
terday. 

Guerrilla rockets punctured 
the eight-foot high concrete se- 
curity wan built after a simi- 
lar attack last October when

Was id! ted and three other pe* 
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©pie injured. 

Some of the Motel's 12 gue- 
sts took shelter in the kitchen’s 
cold room during the at t a ch , 
Mr. Pacella said. 

The guerrillas launched the 
attack from 300 metres away, 
firing at the wall and rooms 
at the rear of the motel which 
were unoccupied, he said. 

The communique differed 
from local accounts of the att- 
ack by saying the insurgents 
frari used mortars and not ro- 
ckets. 

The communique also rep- 
orted that 13 guerrilla "reem- 
»its" were killed yesterday wh- 
en Rhodesian troops intercep- 


ted a guerrilla group escorting 
them to Botswana. 

The clash occurred in the 
Manila white farming area no- 
rth-east of the Rhodesian bor- 
der town of Plum tree, the co- 
mmunique said. Rhodesian for- 
ces “rescued" 17 of the recru- 
its, it said. 

Two guerrillas have also be- 
en killed in the past 24 hours, 
bringing insurgents deaths in 
the four-year war to 2,769. 

Meanwhile Reuter reported 
from Lusaka that the headqu- 
arters in Lusaka of Rhodesian 
nationalist Joshua Nkomo's ZA- 
PU (Zimbabwe African Peoples 
Union) came under rocket fire 
early yesterday but there were 
no casualties a ZAPU spokes- 
man said. 
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He denied earlier reports 
that bombs had exploded in 
the "Zimbabwe house" headqu- 
arters and said they were "fal- 
se and malicious.” 

Mr. Nkomo was not in Lu- 
saka at the time of the explo- 
sions. He is visiting Cuba se- 
eking arms with which to inte- 
nsify the widening bush war 
being waged by ZAPU and 
ZANU (Zimbabwe African Na- 
tional Union) guerrillas to br- 
ing down white minority rule 
in Rhodesia. 

"At 00.45 hours yesterday a 
rocket attack was launched on 
Zimbabwe house. Altogether, 
three rocket shot were fired 
from positions outside the pre- 
mises of Zimbabwe house.” the 
ZAPU spokesman said in a st- 
atement 

Zimbabwe house, a one-stor- 
ey bungalow in a fenced com- 
pound, is located at a junction 
of two dirt roads in a Lusaka 
suburb. 

•The first, shot exploded on 
failure to penetrate the con- 
crete wall but the wave of the 
explosion broke a few window 
panes while the- other sfaots 
fell well wide of our buildings 
with slight damage to the roof 
of a neighbour's house,” the 
spokesman added. 

Earlier reports said bombs 
had badly damaged the build- 
ing. but eyewitnesses said the- 
re was little sign of destruc- 
tion. 

Last January, one of Mr. Nk- 
omo's top military and political 
aides, Mr. Jason Moyo, was 
killed when a parcel bomb ex- 
ploded at ZAPU offices in ce- 
ntral Lusaka, which have since 
been abandoned. 

Observers said it was the 
first time ZAPU had alleged 
that its enemies had taken to 
the streets of Lusaka to attack 
the organisation. A ZAPU spo- 
kesman earlier blamed the at- 
tack on agents of the Rhodes- 
ian white government.

Arafat calls for new 
page in Lebanese ties 


ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 1 (R). — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance arrived today to meet 
President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt at the start of a six-na- 
tion Middle East tour to coax 
a resumption of Arab-Israeli 
peace talks in Geneva. 

Mr. Vance, who appeared 
cautiously optimistic of a suc- 
cessful outcome, was conferr- 
ing with President Sadat at the 
Egyptian leader’s summer vil- 
la near this Mediterranean port. 

He said on arrival: “We have 
>mH discussio ns with all of the 
bodies (of the Arab states and 


brilliantly manifested by the 
Lebanese people and their pre- 
sident in 1974.” 

He was referring to the UN. 
speech delivered by former Le- 
banese President Suleiman Fr- 
anjieh on behalf of Arab hea- 
ds of state in defence of the 
Palestine case. 

The commando leader recal- 
led Lebanon’s "support for the 
Palestinian people In their just 
struggle to return home.” 

Mr. Arafat went on: "Our 
people will continue to reme- 
mber this stand when we re- 
turn home.” 

He again invited "all Leba- 
nese groups to open a new fra- 
ternal page,” and said the Pal- 
estinians laid down no pre- 
conditions for this. 

In reply to a question, Mr. 
Arafat referred to a meeting he 
had held with rightwing Pha- 
langist Parts' leader Pierre Ge- 
mayeJ after the outbreak of the 
civil war. 

“We are ready for any meet- 
ing and have no advance con- 
ditions to make,” he said. 

He added that President Sar- 
kis had shown full and positive 
understanding of both Arab 
and Palestinian issues raised at 
the meeting. 

Asked whether he discussed 
with President Sarkis U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce's Middle East trip, Mr. Ara- 
fat said the talks with “all 
past and future questions.” 


In Banit Palestine com- 
mandos said today peace 
proposals which the U.S. se- 
cretary of state Is carrying 
on his Middle East tour we- 
re in fact plans drawn- up 
by Israeli premies' Mena- 
chem Begin. 

Falastin A1 Thawra, or- 
gan of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation said "Af- 
ter all these hopes on the 
part of Arab leaders pinned 
on America, it is somewhat 
bitterly sarcastic for presi- 
dent Carter- to come out 
with a Zionist plan prepar- 
ed by (Israeli Foreign Mi- 
nister Moshe) Dayan and 
produced by Begin... to en- 
sure continuation of occu- 
pation and American domi- 
nation of the region.” 

The paper said what cal- 
led for surprise in the Arab 
capitals “Is this suspicious 
silence on the Carter, Vance 
and Begin occupation plans, 
as if there are those who 
expect and hope to hear pri- 
vately from Vance someth- 
ing different from his decla- 
rations.” 


a desire to settle the procedu- 
ral issue which was acknow- 
ledged as the chief obstacle to 
resuming the Geneva talks whi- 
ch have been stalled since 
1973. 

The official hoped Israeli 
Premier Menachem Begin, 
whom he will see in 10 days, 
would be flexible. Mr. Begin 
has flatly rejected the partici- 
pation of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation at Geneva. 
But he said he would accept 
Palestinian Arabs who are not 
PLO members as part of the 
Jordanian delegation. 

"After he (Mr. Begin) hears 
the positions of all the others 
if there is a way possible to 
get to Geneva, I think there - 
might be some flexibility,” the 
official said. 

Mr. Vance's proposals also 
covered substantive issues, the 
official said, but added: ‘7 
would feel very happy if we 
could resolve that issue (repre- 
sentation) but that’s not ever- 
ything that has to be done.” 

Although the emphasis is on 
clearing a way to the negotiat- 
ing table, the official said Mr. 
Vance would still be trying to 
reach as much advance agree- 
ment as possible on the subs- 
tantive issues. 

He confirmed for the first 
time a shift in American strate- 
gy on the Geneva conference 
which has resulted from Mr. 
Begin’s election. 

Mr. Vance’s first meeting wi- 
th Mr. Sadat, scheduled to last 
20 minutes, was being devoted 


to a broad review of the is- 
sues and how best to proceed, 
U.S. officials said. He will have 
a lengthy exchange with Fore- 
ign Minister Ismail Fahmi to- 
morrow morning on questions 
of details then see Mr. Sadat 
again in the everting. 

The London Evening Stand- 
ard, in a report from Washing- 
ton today, said the U.S. was 
backing a plan which would en- 
able the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation to take part in the 
Geneva conference if It recogn- 
ised Israel's right to exist 

The influential Cairo dally A1 
Gomhouria said the two men 
would concentrate on four 
main points. 

It listed these as : Israeli wi- 
thdrawal from all Arab territo- 
ries occupied after the 1967 
Arab-Israeli war; Palestinian 
participation at Geneva; the 
setting up of an independent 
Palestinian state; and the fix- 
ing of a date for the Geneva 
conference. 

The semi-official Egyptian 
press today stressed that Mr. 
Vance's visit was not an ex- 
ploratory mission nor an exer- 
cise in shuttle diplomacy but 
that the U.S. Secretary of State 
was coming with specific U.S. 
proposals. 

Egypt sees Mr. Vance’s six- 
nation Middle East tour as one 
of the factors which could de- 
cide whether there will be a 
fifth Arab-Israeli war. 

And Egyptian thinking on 
the Middle East is dominated 
by a conviction, from President 
Sadat downwards, that 99 per 


cent of the cards for a peace- 
ful settlement are held by Wa- 
shington. 

Mr. Vance leaves on Wed- 
nesday for Beirut, then travels 
to Syria, Jordan, Sandi Arabia 
and Israel.

TEL AVIV, Aug. 1 (R). — Is- 
rael will seek to steer clear 
of discussing fundamental as- 
pects of the Middle East con- 
flict when Mr. Vance comes 
to Jerusalem next week, offici- 
al sources said today. 

The Israelis take the view 
that the Vance mission should 
be concerned only with proce- 
dural questions on the conve- 
ning of a Geneva peace con- 
ference next October. 

One official said Israel's pe- 
ace proposals were conveyed 
fully to President Jimmy Car- 
ter in Washington two weeks 
ago by Prime Minister Begin. 
"We see no reason to discuss 
them again before Geneva,” 
the official said. 

Mr. Vance is due here on 
Aug. 9. The Israeli view of his 
mission appeared to conflict 
with Arab hopes that the Se- 
cretary of State will be discu- 
ssing substantive issues in ad- 
vance of Geneva. 

Mr. Vance has said he will 
be carrying with him substa- 
ntive as well as procedural 
proposals. 

But officials here insist that 
Israel has no interest in discu- 
ssing with Mr. Vance questions 
as future boundaries and the 
shape of possible peace trea- 
ties. 


The Israelis hope that issues 
will he : discussed directly with 
the Arabs, at Geneva, prefera- 
bly in a series of "mixed com- 
missions’’ in which Israel would 
confer separately with indivi- 
dual Arab states. 

Any idea of negotiation bet- 
ween Israel and a unified Arab 
delegation is being strongly 
resisted here, the officials said. 

Probably the toughest ques- 
tion of all will be the question 
of Palestinian representation at 
Geneva. 

All along Mr. Begin has re- 
fused to entertain the idea of 
negotiating at the same table 


with the FLO. He has said, 
however, that he might agree 
to Palestinians not belonging 
to the PLO taking part in some 
other Arab delegation. 

Just how this might be wor- 
ked out is likely to be one of 
che most delicate subjects Mr. 
Vance face in his two days 
here. 

Israeli officials refused com- 
ment during the day on a Was- 
hington report, carried in the 
Tel -Aviv press, that President 
Carter would consider talks 
with Palestinians provided they 
recognised the right of Israel to 
exist. 


Pakistan military to 
supervise elections 


Aden seeks closer 
ties with S. Arabia 


JEDDAH, Sandi Arabia, Aug. 1 
(R). — South Yemen head of 
state Salem Robaya Ali began 
talks today with Crown Prince 
Fahd Ibn Abdulazlz of Saudi 
Arabia on bilateral relations, 
Arab Issues and the internatio- 
nal situation, with particular 
emphasis on the Middle East 

President Ali, who is on a 
three-day state visit, arrived in 
Saudi Arabia’s summer capital 
at Taef yesterday. It is his first 
visit to Saudi Arabia since the 
two countries established diplo- 
matic relations in March last 
year -- almost seven years 
after the Peoples Democratic 
Republic of South Yemen ob- 
tained independence from Bri- 
tain. 

The talks were also attended 
on the Saudi side by Minister 
of Defence Prince Sultan Ibn 
Abdul Aziz, Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud A1 Faisal and King 
Khalicfs special adviser Rashad 
Faroun. 

Representatives of South Ye- 
men included Foreign Minister 
Mohammad Salem Mntea, Mi- 
nister of Industry Abdel Aziz 
Abdel Wali and other officials. 

The Saudi Press Agency said 
that among the questions dis- 
cussed during file 90-minute 
meeting were "bilateral rela- 
tions and how best to promote 
them, and a number of Arab 
and world issues with special 
reference to the Middle East si- 


tuation.” 

Following the me eting Prin- 
ce Saud told reporters that 
■there had been an atmosphere 
of understanding at the taHcg 
and both sides were eager that 
the spirit of fraternity should 
be developed on all levels. 

Prince Saud said that com- 
mon Arab action was the only 
means “to achieve our aims”. 

Referring to the Red Sea, 
Prince Saud said “we are two 
littoral countries. It is impor- 
tant therefore that this sea sh- 
ould be a secure and stable in- 
ternational waterway free from 
power struggles. 

On his arrival in Taef yes- 
terday. President Ali told re- 
porters that his country’s fo- 
reign policy was based on good 
nelghbourliness, cooperation wi- 
th other countries, mutual res- 
pect and non-interference in 
internal affairs. 

President All, whose country 
twice clashed militarily with 
Saudi Arabia, in December 
1969 and March 1970 over a 
reportedly oil bearing territory, 
said that his country’s relations 
with the Riyadh government 
"have tangibly developed sin- 
ce the exchange of diplomatic 
relations. 

"This makes us look for wi- 
der and more comprehensive 
scopes of cooperation” with So- 
uth Yemen’s northern neigh- 
bour, he added. 


ISLAMABAD, Aug. 1 (R). — 
Pakistan’s military government 
announced today that general 
elections will be held on Oct. 
lfi. 

The military promised the 
elections, and a return to civi- 
lian rule, when it staged a 
coup on July 5. 

It took power and brought 
in martial law in order to quell 
political violence which had 
claimed about 350 lives in four 
months. 

The army and judiciary will 
supervise the October election 
-- Pakistan's troubles arose 
from allegations of ballot- rig- 
ging in a general election held 
this March. 

Opponents of Mr. Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto, 49, then the pre- 
mier, alleged that his peoples' 
party rigged a trimphal return 
to power. Street violence qui- 
ckly followed- 

When the army intervened. 
Chief of Staff General Moham- 
med Zia-ul-Haque ordered Mr. 
Bhutto and leaders both of his 
party and of the opposing Pak- 
istan National A Iliance into 
military custody. 

General Zia-ul-Haque freed 
them last Thursday when 
they pledged to abide by his 
conditions for orderly election- 
eering. 

The electorate in the Mos- 
lem land of 70 million people 
will choose a federal national 
assembly and legislatures in 
the four provinces on Oct. 18. 

Today’s announcement of an 
election date coincided with the 
permitted resumption, subject 
to restrictions , of political ac- 
tivity. 

Political leaders, including 
Mr. Bhutto, were gathering in 
Karachi, the biggest city, for 
indoor meetings to plot camp- 
aign strategy. 

General Zia-ul-Haque promi- 
ses to lift all curls on politi- 
cal activity -- apart from pot- 
entially disruptive street pro- 
cessions --in mid-September, 
and to hand over to a civilian 
government soon after the 


October poll. 

Mr. Bhutto was greeted by 
thousands of supporters when 
he arrived in Karachi today. 
About 15,000 people mobbed 
a train which brought Mr. Bh- 
utto to the city for campaign 
strategy talks with other lea- 
ders of his Pakistan Peoples 
Party (PPP). 

The train arrived one hour 
late after four unscheduled st- 
ops along its seven-hour, 500 
kms. journey as people on bo- 
ard repeatedly pulled the co- 
mmunication cord. 

It drew into Karachi with 
150 people 1 sitting on the eng- 
ine and about 70 others on the 
roof of Mr. Bhutto’s carriage. 

The date for the election of 
a new civilian government was 
given at a press conference by 
the chief election commission- 
er, high court judge Mushtaq 

"We are going ahead with 
our arrangements,” the “judge 
said. “In fact, we are ahead of 
schedule.” 

Mr. Bhutto, 49, who held po- 
wer for more than five years, 
arrived in Karachi from his 
home in I-arkana in the interi- 
or of southernmost Sind pro- 
vince. 

His party derives much sup- 
port from the rural areas of 
Sind province. Karachi, a city 
of more than four million peo- 
ple, generally votes against it. 

But the crowd welcoming 
him there was so great that 
Mr. BhllttO, smiling and w a v i ng 
with a two-finger V-sign, was 
unable to get down from the 
train. 

After three attempts, he had 
the train moved to a station 
about a mile away. Mr. Bhutto 
then drove to his Karachi home 
followed by hundreds of can. 

Several newspapers meanw- 
hile quoted Hr Pagaro, one of 
the_ leaders of the nine-party 
national alliance, as saying he 
will stand against Mr. Bhutto 
in his home town of

The Vietnam News Agency 
aid that Dr. Cong Dinh 


Trung, Dr. Vu Van' Dieu and 
researchers of the Army Me- 
dical College had reported 
their finding to the First Na- 
tional Biological Conference 
held in Ho Chi Minh City 
from July 20 to 22. 

The researchers have gone 
to several areas in the Cent- 


ral Highlands and the Mekong 
River Delta to study the chr- 
omosomal aberrations on peo- 
ple affected by American che- 
mical sprays from 1961 to 
1970. 

The news agency said army 
toxicologists had asserted that 
chemicals could still be found 


in the soil of these areas. 

The scientists discovered ab- 
errations in the structure and 
number of chromosomes. They 
also found cases of congenital 
malformation in children un- 
der 12 years.

More coordination, less freedoi 


In thermodynamics entropy refers to the 
loss of energy resulting from disorder and dis- 
persion. Far instance, at the top of a water- 
fall, water molecules run in an orderly manner, 
but at the bottom they disperse. This shift 
causes a loss of energy. At the top, an electri- 
city-generating wheel runs. At the bottom it 
does not. 

Everytime we talk about coordination, 
elimination of duplication, unifying efforts, etc. 
we actually try to decrease entropy or the loss 
of energy resulting from dispersion. 

I find this concept has been aptly explain- 
ed by Professor Georgescu-Roegen in his book 
"Entropy and the economic process", and a 
subsequent article in the Southern Economic 
Journal in 1975. X find it to be more provoking 
than the usual example of the “old man and 
the sticks." 

According to the story an old man asked 
his children to bring a bunch of sticks. Once 
brought, he asked each to try to break it 
while together, and no one could. When the 
sticks were isolated, the children could break 
them easily. The morale behind the story is 
that in unity there is power. 

Yet my aim here is not to moralise about 
the virtues of unity, but to speak of the admi- 
nistrative reform which we badly need in a 
context that should yield the best results. 


Coordination to enhance productivity is an 
excellent achievement. Yet, decentralisation on 
the other hand, is a sacred cow which mana- 
gement scientists stick to with force. Coordi- 
nation may easily lead to more centralised 
management, and loss of freedom at the unit 
level. 

This vicious circle must be broken some- 
where. Coordination should not mean the 
merging of authorities under one, but should 
concentrate on creating movement in unison. 
Let each unit decide its course of action, but 
let that action take the same direction, so. 
that the net result of all units will be more 
than the sum of the result of each unit alone. 

We are talking about reviewing the civil 
service system. Actually, a new system has 
been drafted and distributed to different minis- 
tries and departments for revision and com- 
ment But the concept of enhancing produc- 
tivity and output was not tackled properly. 

We should propose major policies that each 
department must work towards achieving. But 
for each department, and within it action 
must go in the same, direction. This is too 
theoretical a point at this juncture, but it can 
be translated into action. 

We need coordinated action with the mini- 
mum cost in freedom. 


Italy’s Andreotti enters 
with strong political 


AMMAN 


ROME (R). — Prime Minis- 
ter Giulio Andreotti enters the 
second year of his minority 
Christian Democratic govern- 
ment reinforced by a success- 
ful visit to Washington and 
helped by the powerful Com- 
munist Party. 

This week, the active prime 
minister flies off to Saudi Ara- 
bia for talks aimed at winning 
contracts and financial back- 
ing for Italy. 

When he took office last July 
30, few people thought the 
canny Roman politician would 
last very tong. 

His government needed the 
abstention of the Communists, 
Socialists, Social Democrats, 
Republicans and Liberals to 
stay alive. 

But today. Signor Andreotti 
holds a strong position on the 
volatile Italian political scene 
with a mandate to continue 
governing through a six-party 
agreement on key legislation. 

Signor Andreotti, who writes 
novels and history books in 
his spare time, is heading his 


third cabinet. It has already 
surpassed the average life of 
an Italian government of nine 
months. 

Although forecasts are dang- 
erous in the unpredictable wo- 
rld of Italian politics, some 
analysts here are predicting 
he will remain in charge until 
next year. 

His visit to Washington was 
seen here as a big personal 
boost, with President Carter 
praising him as one of the 
most expert and experienced 
leaders in the world. 

The American view of the 
Washington talks was that 
they started a new chapter in 
relations between the U.S. and 
Italy with the keynote being 
concrete cooperation on nucr 
iear power. 

“The two men hit off re- 
markably well,” a reliable so- 
urce said. “They were both 
businesslike.

Britain returns to free 
collective bargaining 


Protectionism is on the upswing says IMF report 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (R). — 
Britain's anti-inflation experi- 
ment, in which unions and gov- 
ernment meet each year to 
work out a ceiling for the na- 
tion’s wage rises, came to an 
official end yesterday. 

It broke down because the 
workers would not support it 
any longer. 

In its place will be a re- 
turn to the traditional system 
of free collective bargaining; 
in which unions and bosses 
negotiate their own pay deals. 

But strenuous efforts are 
still being made both 'by the 
Labour government and the 
Traders Union Congress (TUC) 
to ensure that, whatever hap- 
pens around each company's 
bargaining table, the national 
wage bill will not go up by 
more fog™ 10 per cent in the 
coming year. 

It is a very British sort of 
compromise. Instead of the un- 
ions and government agreeing 
to set 10 per cent as the limit 
for any wage increase, they 
have accepted that they can- 
not reach a precise agreement 
-- but will try to achieve the 
same thing by their own indi- 
vidual efforts. 

Pessimists fear a wage ex- 
plosion, with the tougher un- 
ions going for huge claims 
which could bring another pe- 
riod of rampant inflation. The 
railwaymen have asked for 
63.5 per cent pay rises this 
year, and the coalminers, who- 


se union brought down a pre- 
vious Conservative government 
in a pay confrontation, have 
said they will press for a 90 
per cent increase. 

Optimists think that pay ris- 
es overall can be kept down,] 
even though a few sections, 
especially skilled workers, will 
want to push further ahead 
than others. ] 

TUC leaders have warned ' 
unions not to go all out for 
big wage claims. They have 
stressed there must be an or- 
derly return to free bargain- 
ing, and that negotiations this 
year should aim at simply gu- 
arding their members against 
rising prices rather than trying 
to catch up on the past few 
years. 

Because of strong _ loy- 
alty in the trade union move- 
ment for the Labour govern- 
ment, and because many union 
leaders have recognised Brita- 
in’s economic troubles, both 
the government and TUC have 
proclaimed that they will go 
on working together. 

Both Prime Minister James 
Callaghan, and TUC General 
Secretary Len Murray have sa- 
id that the "social contract”, 
the unwritten and voluntary 
pledge by government and 
industry is in danger, but it 
is not dead even though for- 
mal wage guidelines have been 
dropped. 

Mr. Healey has said the co- 
untry’s total wage bill must 


still not exceed 10 per cent, 
promising strict monetary con- 
trol which would simply mean 
more unemployment if some 
unions achieved pay increases 
the were too large. 

The current annual rate of 
inflation here is 17.7 per cent

It raced away at an annual 
rate of around 30 per cent, 
while unions fought for mas- 
sive rises and businessmen 
warned of possible economic, 
social and political chaos. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (R)- 
— Protectionism In developing 
and industrial countries is 
growing, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) said 
yesterday. 

The IMF, in its 28th annual 
report on exchange restrictio- 
ns, said import curbs appeared 
to bet at a higher level than 
they were before the start of 
the worldwide recession in 
1974. 

“A larger number of coun- 
tries and a greater proportion 
of world trade became sub- 
ject to more restrictive poli- 
cies, especially non tariff bar- 
riers to imports applied on a 
selective basis,” it said. 

The IMF said measures to 
restrict imports were support- 
ed to an increasing extent by 
export restraint agreements. 

It also said real output in 
industrial countries rose by 
about 5.5 per cent in 2973 
while inflation was lower than 
in the previous two yeans. 
World trade was up 11 per 
cent in 1976 and world un-. 
employment continued to be 
high. 


Israeli pound is 
devalued 1.9.' 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 2 (R). — The Israeli pound was fixed at 
9.8842 to the United States dollar today following last night’s 
2.9 per cent devaluation. 

The previous fixing by the Bank of Israel last Friday put 
the Israeli pound, at 9.6789 to the dollar. 

It was Israel’s third devaluation in a month. Normally the 
Israeli currency had been allowed to slide at a steady two per 
cent once s month. 

The pound sterling was set at 17.1856 Israeli pounds com- 
pared with Friday’s 16.8362 Israeli pounds. 

The rate for the West German marie was 4JHW8 against 
Friday’s 4.2447. 

The Israeli devaluations are measured against a basket of 
major international currencies. The latest devaluation brought 
the Israeli pound down from 9.98 pounds to 10.17 pounds 
against this international index. 


The New York Stock Exchange posted a moderate advance 
Monday, recuperating from last week’s losses. The industrial 
average was up almost six points one hour before the close and 
finally closed at 891.81, up 1.74 after moderate trading. 

Gains outn umb ered declines by 820 to 581. 461 shares were 
unchanged. 

Steels pulled bade. Airlines, chemicals and^oOs were mixed, 
except for Mobil, up one point at 69-1/2. Boeing rose 2-5/8 at 
50-1/8.

East, West appear

at Belgrade meet 


BELGRADE, Aug. 1 (R). — East and West appeared dose to 
a final compromise yesterday in drafting an agenda and ground • 
rules for the European security conference. 

With only one key problem stQl disputed, diplomats re- 
ported growing optimism that a solution would be found 
during backstage consultations starting today. But they pre- 
dicted hard bargaining. 

The preparatory stage of the 35-state conference passed a 
tentative deadline yesterday, after six weeks of intensive ef- 
fort in patching together a timetable for the full autumn con- 
ference. 

When the talks began, all delegations were confident the 
timetable would be completed by July 31. Now, diplomats are 
reckoning they will need up to five more days to finish the job. 

Most of Hie agenda and ground roles are ready, but can- 
not be finally endorsed until there is agreement on some form 
of cut-off for the full conference, which will last at least three 
months. 

Senior diplomats said it was virtually certain that Hie con- 
ference - - with human rights as a dominant issue - - would run 
Into a fourth month, and possibly longer. Junior ministers wifi 
be present at the start, planned for Sept. 27 or Oct 4. 

The U.S., Canada, Britain, France and several other West- 
ern countries, joined by communist Romania, are resisting So- 
viet efforts to set a firm cut-off date both for specialist work- 
ing groups and for the full conference. 

This is not the only major outstanding problem, and the 
outcome hinges on finding a generally acceptable term of 
words. Western officials said some form of ent-off was in- 
escapable.

Several students were taken 
to hospital suffering from bites 
from police dogs or blows from 
batons. 

Police said they fired on a 
group of youths stoning vehic- 
les including a bus. 

The police, who on Friday 
shot dead a woman in Soweto. 
issued a warning to would-be 
demonstrators after a meeting 
here yesterday between the co- 
untry’s top law-enforcement of- 
ficers. 

"Anti-riot” squad command- 
er Gen. David Kriel and Sow- 
eto’s police chief Jan Visser at- 
tended the meeting. 

South African police had 
warned militant students in 
Soweto that they can expect 
tough treatment if they main- 
tain their boycott of schools. 

'These people will have to 
face the consequences of their, 
actions."

Sanjay Gandhi thinks he will 
emerge as a hero if jailed 


NEW DELHI, Aug 1 (R). — 
Mr. Sanjay Gandhi, 30. the co- 
ntroversial son of former In- 
dian Prime Minister Indira Ga- 
ndhi says in a magazine inter- 
view that his telephone is be- 
ing tapped, his mail opened 
and that he is under constant 
surveillance. 

Government agents watched 
him constantly - - and not just 
him but his friends and acqu- 
aintances - ■ he alleged in his 
first interview since his moth- 
er's Congress Party was de- 
feated in a general election 
last March. 

The interview was publish- 
ed yesterday by Sunday, a Cal- 
cutta weekly. 

He said that his friends were 
afraid to meet him or to be 
seen with him in public. 

During his mother’s 21 -mon- 
th emergency rule that ended 
with the general ejection. Mr. 
Gandhi emerged as one of the 


most powerful political figures 
in India and spearheaded a na- 
tionwide sterilisation campaign 
despised by most Indians. 

He was defeated in his first 
bid to enter parliament and 
now faces several law suits, 
charges and inquiries. 

Sunday quoted Mr. Gandhi 
as saying that he cannot be 
jailed on any legal grounds. 
"If they set me up, then it 
will become illegal. And if 1 
am jailed, then I shall emerge 
as a hero," he said. 

"My phone is tapped. My 
mail is opened. I am constant- 
ly watched." he was quoted as 
saving.” 

Asked what he thought of 
the hostility against him, he 
said: "It is not true that pe- 
ople of India despise me . . . 
even today when T go to the 
villages people greet me with 
the same amount of love as 
they used to in the past." 
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trampled on by a crowd flee- 
ing from a police charge, died 
of a heart attack. 

M. Bonnet, speaking on tel- 
evision last night, said the vi- 
olence was caused by a 1,000- 
strong foreign contingent am- 
ong the demonstrators. 

‘These people are undeniab- 
ly anarchists both in their ac- 
tions and their beliefs who 
know no frontiers and have 
turned up elsewhere, notably 
in West Germany," be said.

The organisers said that 
60,000 people attended the ral- 
ly, which had been officially 
banned, but M. Bonnet des- 
cribed their figure as “a plea- 
sant little joke.

PUG WASH, Nova Scotia, Aug. 1 (R). — The world will be invol- 
ved in a nuclear war before the end of the century, according to 
a group of U.S. and Canadian scientists meeting here during the 
weekend. Delegates to the annual Pugwash conference, includ- 
ing leading academics from both countries, drew the conclusion 
on the likelihood of war after two days of intense talks on the 
nature of Soviet and United States arms buildups. A spokesman 
said one major conclusion was that future talks on arms buildups 
must be linked directly to talks on economic development of less 
advanced nations. 

• Unlike the first Pugwash conference in July 1957. when com- 
munist nations, jnduding China and the Soviet Union, sent po- 
litically influential scientists, recent conferences here have invol- 
ved only U.S. and Canadian representatives. Twenty scientists 
from 10 countries attended the 1957 founding conference held. at 
the estate of Cleveland industrialist Cyrus Eaton. 

Among those attending this year's conference was Mr. Bern- 
ard Feld, Prof, of Physics at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and Secretary General of the conference. He was once a 
member of the Manhattan Project, the World War n group work- 
ing in the U.S. that produced the first atomic bomb.
